THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Litchfield  in  the  county  of  Hills- 
borough in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs:

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

In  the  year  1966,  a  half  mile  portion  of  Page  Road  was  rebuilt. 
The  low  bidder  was  Robert  Roy.  The  surface  was  mixed  in  place  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire's  equipment,  for  the  town. 

On  Cutler  Road,  the  trees  and  brush  were  cut,  the  stumps  re- 
moved, the  banks  cut  back  and  widened  to  the  two  rod  right  of  way. 

On  Pinecrest  Road,  two  stone  culverts,  that  had  collapsed,  were 
removed  and  cement  culverts  installed. 

For  the  coming  year,  the  remaining  half  mile  portion  of  Paige 
Road  should  be  rebuilt.  This  part  will  require  three  catch  basins, 
and  three  new  culverts,  plus  the  extending  of  the  present  culvert. 
Due  to  the  culverts  and  catch  basins,  this  portion  will  cost  more  than 
the  last  two  portions  the  town  has  built. 

Cutler  Road  with  its  new  entrance  on  the  Paige  Road,  is  ready 
for  graveling.  It  is  estimated  that  it  will  require  4,000  yards  of  grav- 
el to  place  a  one  foot  depth  of  gravel  on  the  remaining  length  of  the 
road.  ;; 

We  resealed  about  a  mile  of  road  this  last  year.  A  section  of 
Paige  and  Talent  Roads  were  done.  We  hope  to  do  more  resealing  of 
roads  this  year.  Money  for  this  work  comes  out  of  Summer  Main- 
tenance Funds,  and  this  seal  coat  does  protect  existing  roads. 

The  "snow  plow"  \\hich  the  town  has  had  for  18  years,  shows 
signs  of  deterioration  and  weakening.  This  plow  has  gone  several 
years  beyond  the  normal  expectance,  and  should  be  replaced. 

I  would  like  to  mention  at  this  time  to  the  people  of  Litchfield, 
of  the  time  and  effort  the  Selectmen  have  put  in,  helping  to  get  our 
roads  in  better  condition.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1966 

1966  was  a  busy  year.  The  town  has  shown  a  steady  growth  with 
new  de\elopments  now  at  the  north  end.  Another  census  would  be 
helpful  with  added  information  in  regards  to  ages  and  names  of  all 
children. 

This  past  year  we  made  an  emergency  run  to  the  Floating  Hos- 
pital in  Boston.  The  co-operation  of  all  the  Mass.  departments  in  es- 
corting us  was  of  the  best  and  very  efficient. 

Several  serious  home  accident  cases  were  taken  to  local  hospitals. 
Tliis  is  still  a  part  time  department  and  at  times  the  officers  are  all 
working.  If  you  call  and  cannot  make  contact,  call  the  Nashua  Po- 
lice Dept.  at  TU  3-7743.  Ask  for  a  Litchfield  car.  Often  one  of  our 
officers  has  a  radio  on,  or  has  notified  Nashua  Police  where  they  can 
be  reached.  In  case  of  emergency  ambulance  ser\dce,  call  directly  to 
Nashua  TU  3-7743;  if  you  want  Manchester,  NA  4-1434.  Give  your 
name  and  directions  for  reaching  your  home  clearly.  Advise  us  if 
possible^  also. 

You  will  find  an  item  in  our  budget  for  education.  With  recent 
Supreme  Court  rulings  and  a  change  in  District  as  well  as  Superior 
Court  procedings  it  is  important  that  your  officers  keep  abreast  of 
changes  in  evidence  and  court  conduct.  St.  Anselm's  college  in  Man- 
chester offers  not  only  one  day  seminars,  but  also  ten  week  courses  in 
all  phases  of  police  work.  We  should  like  to  take  advantage  of  some 
of  these. 

This  past  year  has  seen  an  increase  in  the  use  of  the  resuscitator 
which  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  purchased  together.  As  of 
now,  both  departinents  have  one.  The  men  are  fully  trained  in  the 
use  of  these.  In  addition  to  the  resuscitator,  each  police  officer  has 
an  emergency  oxygen  supply  for  patients  with  breathing  trouble.  Re- 
member, we  can  administer  first  aid,  but  a  doctor  should  examine  and 
diagnose  each  case. 

Our  many  thanks  for  your  co-operation  during  this  past  year, 
and  especially  to  our  boys  and  girls  who  add  to  the  reputation  of 
Litchfield  as  a  fine  town.

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DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  REPORT 

Fire  records  are  made  by  people  —  those  who  cause  fires  and 
those  ^vho  control  them.  Your  forest  fire  warden,  deputy  wardens, 
fire  chief  and  firemen  have,  in  spite  of  a  prolonged  drought,  made 
one  of  the  best  fire  control  records  in  recent  years.  Despite  a  very 
dry  spring,  we  in  New  Hampshire  working  together,  have  substan- 
tially reduced  our  fire  incidence  (885  in  1965  to  595  in  1966). 

This  enviable  record  in  largely  due  to  two  factors: 

1.  A  closely  coordinated  and  integrated  state- town  organization 
jointly  carrying  out  programs  of  forest  fire  prevention,  train- 
ing and  suppression  with  dedicated  personnel. 

2.  Your  appreciation  of  our  forest  fire  control  program  and 
your  individual  effort  in  practicing  fire  prevention. 

Statistics  show,  however,  there  is  room  for  improvement.  Major 
problems  are  still  with  us;  (1)  the  careless  disposal  of  cigarettes;  (2) 
the  householder's  carelessness  in  burning  rubbish;  (3)  the  failure  of 
woodlot  owners  and  contractors  to  completely  extinguish  their  brush 
burning  fires;  (4)  failure  to  extinguish  camp  fires;  (5)  unsupervised 
children  playing  with  matches. 

New  Hampshire  has  4,339,000  acres  of  woodland  to  be  protected. 
In  1966  we  experienced  595  forest  fires  on  this  area  and  restricted 
acreage  burned  to  395  acres  —  a  fine  testimonial  to  the  efficiency  and 
dedication  of  the  men  who  make  up  our  forest  fire  control  organiza- 
tion. 

1.  If  you  must  burn  you  will  need  a  permit.  Permits  are  not 
issued  between  9:00  A.  M.  and  5:00  P.  M.  except  on  rainy 
days.  Permits  are  not  needed  when  the  ground  is  covered 
with  snow.  To  minimize  risk  the  best  way  to  dispose  of  rub- 
bish is  at  your  authorized  town  or  municipal  dumping  area. 

2.  Be  sure  all  discarded  smoking  material  is  out. 

3.  Don't  leave  a  live  camp  or  cooking  fire. 

4.  Most  important  —  instruct  your  children  that  matches  are 
not  play  things.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Since  the  Fire  House  came  into  being  the  members  and  interest- 
ed Townspeople  have  donated  many  hours  of  free  time,  money,  lum- 
ber and  all  sorts  of  materials.  Most  of  the  money  spent  on  the  Fire 
House  was  raised  at  our  Annual  Fire  Department  Ball's  which  the 
townspeople  have  supported.  In  the  last  nine  years  we  have  realized 
over  $5,500.00  from  this  source,  every  bit  of  which  was  invested  in 
the  Fire  Station.  We  realize  that  Litchfield  is  not  a  wealthy  Town  so 
we  feel  that  in  the  past  we  have  saved  ourselved,  as  taxpayers,  a  con- 
siderable sum  of  money  which  never  showed  up  as  a  Tax  dollar. 

In  this  day  and  age  everyone  seems  to  be  very  busy  with  little 
time  left  to  help  their  communoty.  Here  in  Litchfield,  we  have  this 
problem  too.  We  do  not  know  how  we  are  going  to  lick  it  but  we 
will  try  our  best.  We  need  townspeople  who  have  a  sincere  interest 
in  the  town  and  who  are  willing  to  donate  their  services  so  that  Litch- 
field can  have  a  better  Fire  Department,  one  which  every  citizen  will 
be  proud  of. 

To  date  we  have  spent  $8,355.02  on  the  Fire  House,  of  which 
$2,806.53  vv^as  given  by  the  Town  and  $5,548.49  was  raised  by  the 
Volunteer  Fire  Department  members.  The  results  being  that  we  have 
a  building  as  yet  unfinished  that  is  appraised  at:  .    When  it  is 

finished  it  will  be  worth  much  more. 

Most  of  the  cost  to  date  has  been  borne  by  the  members.  Our 
building  needs  a  lot  more.  It  needs  toilet  facilities  which  means  a 
well,  septic  tanks,  etc.  The  upstairs  this  past  fall  has  been  all  framed, 
insulated  and  sheet  rocked  and  for  not  too  many  more  dollars  it  could 
be  finished  into  sort  of  a  community  room  which  could  be  available 
to  the  Townspeople.  Downstairs,  the  back  bay  needs  plastering  and 
complete  bath  facilities,  plus  an  office  and  storage  area  for  valuable 
supplies  and  a  place  for  the  Chief  to  keep  his  records  intact. 

These  are  just  some  of  the  many  problems  that  the  members  are 
faced  with.  As  you  know,  we  are  sorely  in  need  of  new  equipment, 
that  is  a  problem  which  you  are  all  well  aware  of  and  need  no  further 
reminder. 

We  would  like  to  report  that  in  the  fall  of  1966  six  members  have 
taken  and  passed  a  ten  (10)  meeting,  twenty  (20)  hour  course,  ad- 
ministered by  the  State,  dealing  in  all  facets  of  the  use  of  Scott  Air 
Packs.  This  was  very  important  because  more  and  more  of  our  fires 
are  of  the  smokey  variety,  caused  by  the  new  types  of  synthetic  and 
plactic  building  materials.  With  these  Scott  Air  Packs,  we  are  able  t 
plactic  building  materials.  With  these  Scott  Air  Packs,  we  are  able  to 
immediately  enter  a  home  and  make  sure  that  the  building  is  empty 
and  get  to  the  actual  fire.  The  State  has  many  courses  to  offer  and 
in  the  future  the  members  hope  to  take  advantage  of  them. 
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REPORT  OF  OFFICE  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

I  assumed  the  post  of  Civil  Defense  Director  shortly  after  the 
Town  Meeting  in  1966  after  a  lapse  of  over  a  year  without  an  active 
director.  ,     .  . 

There  was  a  tremendous  amount  of  paper  work  to  be  processed 
to  make  the  town,  once  again,  eligible  for  State  and  Federal  matching 
funds.  A  Town  Civil  Defense  plan  and  unit  roster  had  to  be  prepared 
and  forwarded  to  the  State  Office  of  Civil  Defense  for  approval.  All 
of  the  lapsed  administrative  duties  were  caught  up  to  put  this  office 
on  an  even  keel  again. 

A  survey  of  the  Town  public  buildings  was  conducted  by  the  Ar- 
my Corps  of  Engineers  for  suitable  fallout  shelters.  Two  buildings 
were  approved,  namely  the  library  and  school.  Paper  work  is  still 
pending  and  as  soon  as  it  is  completed  the  buildings  will  be  licensed 
and  posted  accordingly.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

January,  1967 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Litchfield: 

Our  pupil  enrollments  reached  a  new  high  this  year  varying 
from  215  to  225  pupils  in  grades  1  —  8.  This  significance  of  these  fig- 
ures is  that  our  primary  grades  average  thirty  pupils.  If  we  are  to 
maintain  a  desirable  teaching  climate  in  these  first  four  grades  we 
cannot  allow  the  pupil  teacher  ratio  to  exceed  its  present  rate.  This 
means  that  we  either  tuition  our  seventh  and  eighth  graders  to  anoth- 
er district  or  build  additional  classrooms  and  all-purpose  space  to  pro- 
vide for  the  needs  of  our  elementary  pupils.  This  continues  to  be  our 
first  and  foremost  problem  on  the  education  horizon. 

Mr.  Clifford  Perkins  Jr.,  joined  our  staff  as  teaching  principal 
last  September.  Under  his  leadership  our  school  continues  to  main- 
tain a  high  level  of  educational  desireability.  Under  Public  Law 
89:10  we  have  implemented  a  full  time  reading  program.  This  pro- 
gram helps  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  remedial  youngsters  and  also 
gives  assistance  to  other  pupils  at  the  developmental  level. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  replacing  teachers  who  have  moved 
by  sincere  and  dedicated  teachers.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  announce  the 
following  additions  to  our  instructional  staff. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Crockett,  Hudson,  N.  H.,  University  of  N.  H.,  B.  S. 
1942,  additional  courses  at  Rivier  and  UNH.    Mrs.  Crockett  re- 
placed Miss  Welch  in  grade  4. 
Mrs.  Cynthia  Garside,  Hudson,  N.  H.,  Rivier  College,  B.  A.,   1957, 
replaced  Mr.  Petralito,  grade  6.    Mrs.  Garside  previously  taught 
at  Greenfield  and  Hudson,  N.  H. 
Mrs.  Agnes  Grainger,  Hudson,  N.  H.,  Fitchburg  State  College,  B.  S. 
Ed.    1947,   replaced   Miss   Burke,   grade   3.    Mrs.   Grainger  pre- 
viously taught  in  Hubbardston  and  Pepperell,  Massachusetts. 
Mr.  Lenwood  Knowles,  Manchester,  N.  H.,  Keene  State  College,  B. 
Ed.,    1965,    teaches   Math   and   Science   grades    7   and   8.     Mr. 
Knowles  previously  taught  in  Concord,  N.  H. 
Mr.   Clifford  Perkins,  Jr.,  replaced  Mr.   Saudelli  as  Principal.    Mr. 
Perkins  previously  taught  in  Deerfield,  N.  H.,  he  is  a  graduate 
of  Keene  State   College,    1949,   graduate  work   at   Keene   State 
College  and  Tufts  University. 

In  conclusion  I  take  this  opportunity  to  recognize  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  school  board,  Mr.  Perkins  and  the  professional  staff,  and 
all  those  who  contribute  to  the  success  of  our  educational  program.

Dear  Mr.  Leavitt: 

The  following  paragraphs  constitute  my  report  as  Assistant  Su- 
perintendent in  the  School  District  of  Litchfield,  New  Hampshire. 

At  this  writing  I  have  only  been  associated  with  the  Litchfield 
School  District  for  somewhat  less  than  four  months.  However,  even 
within  this  short  period  of  time,  I  have  had  the  opportunity,  to  view 
personally  the  excellent  instructional  program  that  is  being  maintain- 
ed in  the  face  of  increasing  enrollments.  The  willingness  and  desire 
to  foster  excellence  within  the  educational  program  is  certainly  a  tri- 
bute to  the  citizens  of  this  community. 

Litchfield  has  been  able  to  sustain  a  high  quality  of  instruction 
through  the  addition  of  some  excellent  professional  staff  members. 
In  the  final  analysis  the  instructional  program  depends,  in  its  entire- 
ty, on  the  quality  and  dedication  of  the  teaching  staff  and  Litchfield 
is  extremely  fortunate  to  have  a  staff  deeply  imbued  with  both  quali- 
ties. 

With  funds  available  through  Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Se- 
condary Education  Act  of  1965  Litchfield  has  added  a  special  reading 
program  to  the  curriculum.  Through  the  medium  of  the  new  techni- 
cal equipment  coupled  with  the  services  of  Mr.  Perkins,  the  reading 
specialist,  we  are  able  to  offer  a  comprehensive  program  encompass- 
ing both  remedial  and  developmental  reading. 

Working  with  groups  of  children  ranging  in  size  from  one  to  ten 
youngsters,  Mr.  Perkins  has  been  able  to  give  the  individualized  and 
specialized  help  that  is  necessary  to  overcome  reading  deficiencies. 
This  type  of  individual  help  creates  a  situation  that  is  conducive  to 
levels  of  attention  and  concentration  which  the  student  may  never  be- 
fore have  achieved.  This  high  order  of  concentration  results  in  great- 
er accuracy,   and  noticeably  increases   student  self-confidence. 

The  need  to  have  planned  developmental  reading  instruction  in 
the  intermediate  and  junior  high  school  years,  has  only  been  recogniz- 
ed in  the  last  decade.  Like  any  other  skill,  proficiency  in  reading  re- 
sults from  practice  under  careful  direction  and  guidance.  Through 
the  use  of  developmental  techniques  we  hope  to  improve  concentra- 
tion, to  increase  comprehension,  to  expand  vocabulary,  to  develop  use 
of  reading  techniques  and  to  broaden  intellectual  horizons  through 
reading  enjoyment. 
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Whether  it  is  in  the  regular  classroom,  in  small  groups,  or  in  a 
clinical  or  tutorial  situations  involving  individual  instruction,  the 
reading  program  has  made  significant  advances  during  the  current 
year  in  Litchfield. 

Through  Title  III  of  tlr-  afore-mentioned  act  the  children  in 
grades  1  — 6  have  had  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  a  program  of 
cultural  enrichment  administered  through  the  Center  for  Arts  Ex- 
posure, an  affiliate  of  the  Manchester  Institute  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 
This  ia  a  program  whereby  the  children  involved  will  be  exposed  to 
elementar)^  programs  in  the  perfonning  arts  such  as  the  dance,  music, 
and  drama.  Howexer  due  to  the  lack  of  a  suitable  facility  the 
youngsters  must  be  transported  to  Bedford  or  Merrimack  to  partici- 
pate. 

In  order  to  maintain  the  quality  of  instruction  mentioned  earlier 
in  this  report,  serious  consideration  should  be  directed  toward  the 
limitations  imposed  on  the  instructional  program,  due  to  the  lack  of 
space  within  the  current  facility.  Eveiy  attempt  should  be  made  to 
keep  the  pupil-teacher  ratio  at  25  to  1.  At  the  same  tune  it  should  be 
pointed  out  that  the  lack  of  a  large  instructional  area,  such  as  an  audi- 
torium or  all  purpose  room,  eliminates  many  facets  of  the  compre- 
hensive elementars'  program  as  we  know  it  today. 

In  closing  may  I  thank  the  School  Board  and  yourself  for  your 
direction  and  guidance,  Mr.  Perkins  and  the  staff  for  their  coopera- 
tion, and  finally  may  I  congi^tulate  the  citizens  of  Litchfield  for  their 
dedication  to  excellence  in  the  educational  program.

Dear  Mr.  Leavitt: 

As  the  new  principal  of  the  Litchfield  Elementary  School  I 
would  like  to  compliment  the  town  of  Litchfield  on  the  fine  students 
we  have  attending  school.  The  excellent  attitude  and  temperament  of 
these  youngsters  has  enabled  the  teaching  staff  to  continue  to  improve 
our  program  of  instruction  while  the  cooperation  shown  by  the 
parents  in  adhering  to  necessary  simple  procedures  and  requests  made 
of  them  throughout  the  year  has  further  strengthened  the  relationship 
between  the  school  and  the  town  it  serves. 

We  are  very  enthusiastic  about  the  results  of  our  new  reading 
program.  As  you  know,  this  year,  as  a  result  of  the  National  Ele- 
mentary and  Secondar^^  Education  Act  of  1965,  we  acquired  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  new  audio-visual  material  designed  to  strengthen 
our  reading  program.  Through  the  medium  of  this  equipment  we 
were  able  to  develop  a  program  of  remedial  and  developmental  read- 
ing. 

Our  remedial  reading  program  is  designed  for  students  in  grades 
3  through  8.  It  enables  students  to  attain  a  higher  level  of  reading 
proficiency  while  helping  them  to  improve  their  learning  capacities 
in  other  subject  areas  as  well. 

The  developmental  reading  program  is  directed  toward  the  upper 
four  grades.  Through  the  use  of  our  reading  machines  we  are  able  to 
increase  the  speed  and  comprehension  of  those  students  involved. 

To  a  limited  extent  we  have  been  able  to  introduce  much  of  this 
audio-visual  material  to  the  classroom  so  that  as  large  a  percentage 
of  the  students  as  possible  can  benefit  from  it. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  P.  T.  O.  we  have  received  an  ed- 
ucational T.  V.  set.  With  this  set  we  will  be  able  to  take  advantage  of 
the  many  fine  educational  T.  V.  programs  offered  by  Channel  11  in 
Durham,  N.  H.  These  programs  are  designed  to  augment  the  regular 
classroom  instructional  methods  and  present  a  greater  variety  of 
material  than  could  be  offered  in  a  normal  classroom  situation. 

Our  library  has  not  been  used  as  much  as  we  would  have  liked. 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  locate  the  library 
in  the  reading  room.  Until  such  time  as  the  sorely  needed  additional 
space  is  available,  we  will  be  limited  in  our  development  of  a  true  li- 
brary facility. 
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Unfortunately  we  are  unable  ta  offer  such  activities  as  physical 
education  program,  musical  presentations,  dramatic  productions,  or 
the  many  educational  films  that  are  available  at  no  cost,  because  of 
the  lack  of  adequate  facilities. 

It  is  our  sincere  hop>e  that  in  the  near  future  the  needed  addition- 
al space  will  be  provided. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  School  Board, 
the  Superintendent,  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the 
P.  T.  O.,  and  the  entire  school  staff  for  their  cooperation  and  assist- 
ance.
